*' I know that a Woman's Pregnancy is mentioned

<^ the Callus being fo foon confirmed as in other 
" Circumftances. But, except the two Cafes men- 
^^ tioned by Turner^ and taken from Hildanus^ I 
^' do not remember to have read any Hiftory, where 
" the ufual Oeconomy of Nature, in reftoring a 
*^ fractured Bone, was fo intirely, and for fo long a 
^^ Time, interrupted i and \Vhere the Caufe of fuch 
^' an Interruption appears fo plain, as in the Cafe I 
*' have btzn here relating,'' c^r. 



XXIL A further Account of the Libell^ or 
May-ilies, from Mr. John Bartram of 
Peniylvania, communicated by Mr. Peter 
Collinfon, F. R. S. 

^>.7i April 5.^0 ME time ago I laid * before the 
^7^^' >Z^ Royal Society my Obfer various on 
the wondertul Appearance of the Lihell£ or May 
files oi England. This Account being perufed by my 

ingenious 
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ingenious Friend Mr. Bartramj excited him to 
inafcc the following Remarks on their Appearance in 
V^enfylvania. By the Specimens before you, the 
Mzy-^Rics of jimerka hzvo no very remarkable Dif- 
ference from ours -, excepting a few Days in the Fly 
State, they live all the Year aWater Infe^. Their Bodies 
being replcniflhed with an ^ oily Matter, they eafily 
quit their Hus'kSjj and rife up to the Surface of the 
W^ter^ and difperfe thenvfelves a Mile or more back 
in the Woods', whilft others ftay near the Wa^er. 

Maj^ the 4th 1749. I perceived many had attained 
Wings, and were very thick fprcad on the Bufhes and 
Grafs, by the River-fides. The fecond Day after 
their leaving their aquatic Abode they caft another 
Skin, after which their Tails arc longer, and their 
Wings drier, and more tranfparent. The fth and 
6th was rainy, the 7th windy 5 fo very few came our. 
The 8th were cool $ fo few were fcen : But the ptli 
and loth, being warm, many fwarmcd late in the 
Evenings and the nth, 12th, 13111, they fwarmed 
abundantly. What I call fwarming, was their gather- 
ing thick as Bees, near the Rivers, to lay their Eggs 
in the Water. 

In their Flight tli<^y mount to the Tops of Trees, 
20 or 30 Feet high : Their Motion is furprifing, 
hovering up and down, rifmg and falling, 7 or' 8 
Feet at a time : This I take to be the Time and Man- 
ner of their Impregnation. After which they fly 
to the Brooks, caft out their Eggs, and peridi im- 
mediately : Their Eggs fink dire£tly to the Bottom, 
and lodge amongft the Mud and Gravel, and may be 
Food for fome minute Water Animal. From their 
Eggs proceeds a deformed Grub, which fubiifts under 

Water^ 
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Water, and is Food for Eels, until nc%t Seafon, 
that it attains its FJy State, and then is Food for Fifh 
and Fowl. 

The Reafon of their being fo long in coming 
forth this Year was, the cold chilly Weather : Other 
Years, in a warm Seafon, in five Days they would 
have performed all their Fundions, and difappeared. 

We have two other fmaller Kinds, that very much 
refemble the former, but they come later by two 
or three Weeks : What is moft remarkable, the Males 
arc black, and live feveral Days after the Females.
